ON THE GROUND. 
THE CRASH AND THE RESULT. - 

The schooner David Vance, one of the 
largest vessels of her class on the lakes, was 
towed stern foremost yesterday noon by the 
tugs Shields and Hood against the masonry 
abutment of the Adams street viaduct. The 
shock was a terrific one, and the viaduct 
could not stand it. ‘Thestonework was shat- 
tered, the iron girders sprang from their 
supports, iron braces were broken, and al- 
most simultaneously with the striking of 
the vessel a section of the viaduct about 
seventy feet in length fell with a crash, car- 
rying with it half a score or more of people, 
two vehicles, and three horses. ane 

NOT MANY THERE, 

By a fortunate chance, owing donbtless 
the hour, the viaduct was not crowdéd with 
people waiting for the bridge to close. Had 
it been the loss of life would certainly have 
beenappalling. As if by & miracle, too, the 
few who were on the viaduct when the crash 
came escaped without death, although as it 
was several were seriously injured, two per- 
haps fatally. | 

INJURED. 

One man was thrown in the river. while his 
wife was buried beneath the débris of the 
little bridge-house which tumbled down 
on the wharf below a confused mass of 
bricksand boards. Another man was pitched 
headforemost down on the wharf, a dis- 
tance of about fifteen feet, and lay as if dead. 
A light wagon, drawn by a single horse, was 
broken into a hundred different pieces, hav- 
ing stood just where the divide in the floor- 
ing of the viaduct occurred. A piece of a 
large iron brace was driven through the 
dash-board, which was twisted from 
box and hurled off to one side, the box was 
torn into splinters and the four wheels 
were scattered about in the rubbish. The 
horse was so badly maimed that it had to be 
killed, and yet the occupantof the .wago 
by a wonderful piece of fortune, was no 
Killed. He was wedged in between two big 
iron braces and seriously hurt, but was not 
struck by any of the flying pieces of iron. 

NARROW ESUAPES. 


An express wagon, drawu by two horses, 
which stood a few feet in front of the other 
vehicle, went down with a section of flooring 
which fortanatély did not divide, and 
while the wagon was considerably broken 
up by the shock the driver and the 
horses escaped’ with slight bruises. One

EXCITEMENT. 

The news of "the accident spread with 
rapidity over the city and hundreds pt beo- 
ple came flocking to the scene. The first re- 

ports were as youl ridiculously exagger- 
ated, some ving it that more 
than a hundred people had been killed. 
Wives and children of men employed about 
the freight-heuse hurried down from their 
homes with the dread of terrible 
news of fathers and husbands. Every patrol- 
wagon in the city and a large squad of police 
were summoned to the spot, and for a time 

everything was confusion. The work of res-

HOW THE ACCIDENT HAPPENED. |

CRUISE OF THE TANTIC. 
REPORT OF COMMANDER WILDES.. 
-Wasarveron, D. C., Sept. 28.—The Secre- 
tary of the Navy has just received from Com- 
mander Frank Wildes, of the United States 
steamer Yantic, a full report of the cruise of 
» that vessel up the western coast of Greenland 
last summer while serving in the capacity of 
a reserve ship for the Greely relief expedi- 

tion under command of Lieut. Garlington. 

The first part of the report, which describes 
the voyage up Baffin Bay, is comparatively 
unimportant. The 2d of August the Yantic 
arrived at Cary Islands. Here was found a 
cairn/containing a record left by Lieut, Gar- 
lington, stating-that the Proteus had passed 
Carv Islands July 21, twelve days in advance 
of the Yantic. 

THE PROTEUS WRECKED. 

After leaving another record in the cairn 
Commander Wildes pushed on northward 
through loose streams of ice, and the 3d 
of August reached Littleton Island, where a 
cairn was discovered in which was found a 
record left Juty 26 by Lieut.

Pants, Ky., Sept. 28.—[Speelal.I— Another 
Kentucky feud with the usual tragic ending 
was culminated yesterday afternoon near 
Blue Lick Springs. The circumstances at- 
tendant are peculiar and horrible in their 
details, inasmuch as the quarrel lay between 
brothers instead of families. The family’s 
name is Rogers, and the father, Willis G. 

had eight children. One son was 

killed by his uncle, aus he dying shortly 
after, his property became the subject of dis- 
pute, and ill-will was engendered between 
the brothers. Three months ago Willis 
Rogers died, The will was read, and it was 
found that one of his sons, Will Rogers, a 
promivent lawyer and Knight Tempiar of 
St. Louis, was left out. The property, some 
$7,000 worth, was evenly distributed among 
his othersons. They agreed, after consider- 
able litigation, to let Will come in for his 
share, but, he also wanting a part of the un- 
cle’s property, it was refusea by Sam Rogers 
and Robert Rogers, who had purchased it. 
Will came from St. Louis two months ago 
probated, 


and prevented the will from being 

and raised quarrels and trouble at every meet 
ing of the heirs. While in Cincinnati he pur- 
chased a pistol, and told a brother there that 
he intended killing his brothers Sam and 
Bob, who were apprised of his murderous 
intentions and were on their guard. 

Not long since Will and his brother at- 
tempted to assasinate Sam on his return 
from court in R binson County and tried to 
kill him in Carlisle, botu of which attempts 
were unsuccesful. 

THE FATA‘. MEETING. 

A final meeting of the heirs was arranged 
at the old homestead at which the difficulties 
could be settled—though Sam and 
Robert were told that Will had said he would 
kill them if they came there. At the meeting 
were the four brothers and two daughters,and 
several attorneys. Depositions were taken 
peaceably until a witness named Mrs. Hook 
was put on the stand. The brothers were 
sitting in the room, and Sam Rogers made a 
disparaging remark as to the woman’s char 
acter. Will contradicted him, and rose to 
his feet and began firing. Sam’s statement 
is that Will had his pistol in his band, and, 
having a self-cocKing revolver, bad the ad- 
vantage of his brothers.
